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Self-Government Goes Into Effect 
For Library Binding Industry 


ji library binding industry 
made more progress in a single con- 
ference held on January 18 and 19 
than it had made before then since 
its organization in the Book Manu- 
facturers’ Institute in 1933, accord- 
ing to views expressed by the indus- 
try’s leaders. 

The conference, details of which 
are reported in a separate article, was 
the high point of a series of achieve- 
ments which the library binding in- 
dustry crowded into its history with 
the new year. Among these are a 
administrative set-up, a new 
stabilization policy, approval of the 
Guide of Fair Value, and the in- 
auguration of the new  customer- 
cooperation program. ‘The industry, 
moreover, has received its new “ac- 
tion-program” with unprecedented 
enthusiasm in all parts of the coun- 
try, and from its active leaders as 
well as from remote binders whose 
names have never before been on 
membership lists, 

The library binding industry now 
has self-government and _ separate 
Code administration through a new 
Division of Library Binding created 
in the Book Manufacturers’ Insti- 
tute and within the Book Manufac- 
turing Industry under the Graphic 
Arts Code. Action on this was taken 
by the Executive Committee of the 
National Code Authority on De- 
cember 21. 

Administration of library binding 
affairs, under the National Code 
Authority, is thus separated from 
that of edition book manufacturing. 
It is under a separate Divisional Code 
Director, who will not in any way

be connected with or give any time 
to edition book manufacturing. 


Tue effect of this will be that 
library binding matters will receive 
more direct attention and library 
binding problems will be given closer 
study. For some time the various 
library binding groups have been dis- 
cussing these needs; and following 
conferences between J. Howard At- 
kins (F. J. Barnard & Co., Boston), 
as chairman of both the national 
group and the eastern group, and 
Edwin D. Allen (Edwin Allen Co., 
Chicago), as chairman of the mid- 
western group, the wishes of the 
library binding industry were pre- 
sented to the Code Authority. 

At the request of the library 
binders, Pelham Barr, who was, until 
October 1, a member of the Code

Director’s staff, has been made Divi- 
sional Code Director for Library 
Binding. Provision has also been 
made for an Advisory Committee on 
Library Binding to work with the 
Code Authority and with the Divi- 
sional Code Director. 


In order to give the mid-western 
and western binders faster service, 
the Chicago office of the Code Di- 
rector and the Code Authority is 
now made available to the library 
binders. George P. MacKnight’s 
office, at 20 North Wacker Drive, 
Chicago, IIl., is to become head- 
quarters for the mid-western group 
of library binders, thus helping Mr. 
Allen in his work as chairman. 

The activities of the eastern group 
are to be expanded immediately, it 
was decided at an enthusiastic meet- 
ing in New York on January 4. 
Heretofore relatively small and in- 
formal, the group is to be reorganized 
so that all the library binders in the 
East will have an opportunity to 
participate. 


The Northwest Library Binders’ 
Association has also expressed its ap- 
proval of the new set-up and is ac- 
tively cooperating in working out a 
program to fit the special needs of 
its territory. This group has made 
excellent progress since its organiza- 
tion last year, under the able chair- 
manship of R. M. Brown (V. J. 
Languille & Co., Spokane, Wash.), 
in spite of difficult economic condi- 
tions for the industry in the North- 
west.

Specifications, the Committee  re- 
defined magazine binding under Sec- 
tion 2, so that: 


“For the purpose of classification, all actual 
magazines and all publications issued serially 
which require the same type of collating, ar- 
ranging, and handling as magazines, shall be 
classified as such. Primary magazine binding 
is considered binding of magazines or serials 
from their original form into bound volumes; 
re-binding is considered the re-binding of a 
bound volume of magazines or serials. All 
serials other than magazines as defined are to 
be considered ‘books,’. but books should he 
further classified, depending on their intricacy, 
into those requiring ordinary. handling and 
those requiring special handling.” 


Ix going over an application: for in- 
cluding pyroxylin impregnated ‘fabrics in 
the qualified materials in the Specifica- 
tions, the Committee declared its willing- 
ness to make studies of any new materials 
for that purpose. 

To further understanding of the Speci- 
fications and of good binding in general, 
the Committee voted to sponsor a travel- 
ing exhibition of binding processes, to 
be shown first at the Denver meeting 
of the A.L.A. in June. Messrs. Archer 
and Wheeler were appointed a committee 
to work out the exhibit. In order to re- 
inforce its value and to give librarians 
practical suggestions in purchasing bind- 
ing service, a committee of Messrs. 
Feipel and Ruzicka was appointed to 
gather material for a manual of such 
information. 

As a means of enforcing the Specifica- 
tions, plans will be submitted by Messrs. 
Browning and Hertzberg for certify- 
ing library binders through the B.M.LI., 
and some seal or symbol will be devised 
to place on all Class A bindings, ex- 
pressing approval or recognition by the 
Joint Committee. 

With regard to the unsatisfactory bind- 
ing of libraty books with prison labor, 
the Committee urged that funds used for 
relief, welfare, or penal employment on 
this work would better be appropriated 
directly to libraries for purchasing: ap- 
proved bindings in the usual manner.

Public Printer of the United’ States, 
sum up the activities of the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1934, in the 
world’s largest printing and book- 
binding establishment. 

The Public Printer’s report to 
Congress bristles with colorful statis- 
tics which indicate the tremendous 
bookbinding volume resulting from 
the Federal Government’s increased 
demands upon its graphic arts facili- 
ties. 

In the Bindery Division, for in- 
stance, cutting and ruling machines 
have been running 16 hours a day 
since November 1, 1933, he reports. 
Pamphlet binding has been heavy on 
folding blanks of a great variety of 
very large orders. One job of ap- 
proximately 13,500,000 copies was 
required in such haste that the Office 
had to install two large additional 
folders. 

The Bindery Division was also 
called upon to perform operations 
never before undertaken, and com- 
plete 65,631 jobs during the last fiscal 
year, an increase over the previous 
year of 7,050. Owing to the increase 
in work, it was necessary to increase 
the bindery force by 75 bookbinders, 
42 bindery operatives, 146 skilled 
laborers, and 5 graduate apprentices, 
a total of 268. The bindery force, 
excluding those in the Superintend- 
ent’s office and Congressional Library 
branch, stood at the close of the 
year at 1,100 employees, as against 
897 at the beginning of the fiscal 
year, an increase of 203. 


WHILE in some cases the figures 
on edition binding operations are 
somewhat lower than the previous 
year, most of the items represent an 
impressive upward curve in produc- 
tion. 

The number of sheets folded was 
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: high figure of 410,557,697 for 1932. 


Signatures gathered were 139,386,- 
O74 as against 130,325,878 in 1933 
and 164,963,823 in 1932. 

Tips made totaled 38,239,244 com- 
paring with 13,929,809 in 1933 and 
20,714,194 in 1932. 

The 1934 figures for copies wire 
stitched reached 59,930,149. In 1933 
the figure was 39,505,927 and in 
1932 amounted to 50,546,899. 

Copies paper covered totaled 10,- 
252,705, which while under the 1932 
total of 13,108,675 was well over 
the 1933 total of 8,860,923. 

Books and pamphlets trimmed 
numbered 68,384,582 as against 40,- 
499,587 for the previous year and 
66,867,873 in 1932. 

However, compared with 1,178,720 
books rounded and backed in 1932 
and 1,164,972 in 1933, the figure 
for 1934 dropped to 725,636. 

Books marbled and edged went 
from 183,037 in 1933 to 213,179, 
remaining somewhat under the 1932 
figure of 243,084. 

Stamping impressions totaled 
1,858,644 for last year, 2,645,351 in 
1933, 2,456,972 in 1932. 


A STEADY drop is recorded in 
the number of books cased in, as 
shown by the total of 788,562, which 
compares with 1,240,900 1933 
and 1,248,225 in 1932. 

There were 127,910 indexes cut 
last year as against 109,135 for 1933 
and 168,970 in 1932. 

Sheets passing through the ruling 
machines reached the impressive high 
of 52,112,662 or nearly double the 
1933 figure of 26,235,643 and far 
surpassing the 1932 total of 39,288,- 
618. 

Signatures sewed showed a drop 
as follows: latest report: 25,840,- 
281; 1933: 43,394,325; and 1932: 
52,652,684. 

Number of copies punched and 
drilled, 163,091,831, were ahead of

1933 when the total was 133,255,943 
and approximated the 1932 total of 
177,944,855. 

There were 5,019,644 tablets made, 
much higher than the 3,182,726 in 
1933 and 3,772,427 in 1932. 

Sheets and lines perforated were 
7,975,470, or between the 1932 
figure of 8,611,419 and the 1933 
figure of 6,335,548. 

A slight increase in the number of 
miscellaneous binding items was re- 
ported as follows: 101,620 as against 
99,287 in 1933 and 99,704 in 1932, 


SLxTY-TWO samples of book- 
binding leather were tested during 
the fiscal year, as compared with 41 
during the previous period, according 
to the report of M. S. Kantrowitz, 
Technical Director, Division of Tests 
and Technical Control. 

As is generally known in the 
trade, bookbinding research was coa- 
ducted by the G.P.O. in cooperation 
with the Employing Bookbinders of 
America under the research associate 
plan, F. R. Blaylock, Research Asso- 


ciate. 


A summary of the work done dur- 
ing the year follows: 


Pyroxylin-treated fabrics.—Research or 
pyroxylin-treated fabrics was continued 
during the past year, special attention 
being paid to the pyroxylin-impregnated 
fabrics. Comparable grades were secured 
from various manufacturers and tested 
for the purpose of securing data con- 
cerning their physical characteristics. As 
a result, the Division of Tests and 
Technical Control developed purchase 
specifications covering various qualities 
of pyroxylin-impregnated fabrics. 

Texas specifications—In October, 1932, 
the State of Texas developed specifica- 
tions for the materials entering into the 
manufacture of their State textbooks. The 
Research Division of the Employing 
Bookbinders of America has been test- 
ing such items as book paper, book 
cloth, binder’s board, thread, super, drill, 
etc., for book manufacturers, in order 
to assist them in purchasing materials 
which will satisfactorily conform to the 
Texas specifications,

Our in Chicago not so long ago 
we hailed us a taxi and before we 
knew it our jaundiced charger had 
delivered us to our destination—T he 
Black Cat Press, 4940 Winthrop 
Ave. Not having seen our old friend, 
NorMAN ForcGue, Sr., for several 
years, we proceeded to enjoy a book- 
making holiday. 

Forgue, you should know, doesn’t 
like big editions; he is moved by the 
spirit of Morris and Cobden-Sander- 
son. The book beautiful, produced 
by labor of love, is the inspiration of 
his publishing and bookmaking acti- 
vities. He himself designs each vol- 
ume, sets the type, and supervises the 
printing. 

“To me the making of a book is 
something more than the turning of 
manuscript into print,” he said, ex- 
plaining his point of view. “Yes, 
and something more than merely tine 
printing and faultlessly made, luxuri- 
ous bindings. Such are the materials 
of the craft. It is my belief that there 
is an implicit relationship between 
content, type-face, illustration and 
paper. And lastly, the ‘robe of honor,’ 
the binding, must ‘bespeak the soul 
beneath.’ 

“It is the avowed purpose of our 
press to maintain such relationship, 
that the motif of the author and the 
printer may move in flowing harmony 
like the counterpoint of a fugue, each 
distinctive but inextricably bound 
into a unity that is itself a work of 
art.” 

Our host showed us some of the 
additions to his Unknown Series of 
fine books, unusual volumes which 
typify the craftsmanship reflected in 
any book bearing the Black Cat trade- 
mark. Practically all the books are 
sewn and cased by hand in the Black 
Cat bindery. The papers used are 
especially designed for each edition 
and the colors laid on entirely by 


hand. 
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‘By THE OPTIMIST 


Miss Doris TRANKNER, in charge 
of the bindery, either binds the books 
herself or supervises the binding. Miss 
Trankner served her apprenticeship 
in one of Europe’s best known hand 
binderies and is a graduate of the 
Arts and Crafts Academy in Kiel. 
While expert in executing all the 
phases of fine binding, Miss Trankner 
is equally at home in the different 
techniques of designing and making 
hand-decorated papers for binding 
purposes and end-sheets. The bindery 
is also doing outside work, besides 
handling the output of the press, and 
carries the special papers in stock or 
makes them up for individual re- 
quirements of other users.

Printer, to which we are indebted for 
the illustration, ALEx. J. VAUGHAN, 
who was appointed instructor at the 
school in 1913, comments engrossingly 
on the pre-war tendencies in design 
which characterize the bindings.

“These books are a delight to sec 
and to handle,” Mr. Vaughan says.

There does not exist the slightest sign 
of crumbling or perishing of the ma- 
terial in any of the examples. Levant 
morocco, handgrain, pigskin and nat- 
ural Niger are the leathers employed. 
The neatness of the corners, squares, 
and headcaps can be observed and the 
leathers have not been unduly pared 
down.” 

While admitting that the designs 
today may be considered somewhat 
over-elaborate, Mr. Vaughan says 
that with the gold toned down by 
age, one does not feel this way about 
them. He draws attention to the

STILL very, very much in his 
prime (don’t let dates fool -you), 
Rocco MarcHeEtTTI this year is start- 
ing on his 36th year of fine book gild- 
ing.

New Wing of Congressional Library 


Designed to Protect 


OMPLETION of the new rare 

book wing of the Library of 
Congress, Washington, shows what 
careful planning and _ precautions 
have been taken to safeguard the 
60,000 valuable volumes which will 
‘be stored there. As described by 
W. O. Davey in his recent article in 
BooKBINDING MAGAZINE, the Rare 
Book Section is more a vault than a 
building, being of steel and concrete, 
accessible by only one door. 

The treasured volumes of the 
Library which are kept here are 
valued at millions, with the famous 
Volbehr incunabula alone having an 
estimated value of $1,500,000. The 
most costly item is the three-volume 
Gutenberg Bible, valued at over 
$300,000 and shown in a specially 
designed case. The private library of 
the late Czar Nicholas II of Russia 
and scarce Americana also belong to 
the unrivaled collections, 


Book Clinic Discusses Limited 
Vs. Trade Editions 


Rumors of the paucity of trade books 
among the “Fifty Books” of 1934 were 
discussed at the first Book Clinic of the 
year, held January 17 under the auspices 
of the American Institute of Graphic 
Arts at the Henry St. Settlement head- 
quarters, N. Y. C. Criticism being voiced 
on the judgment of trade books together 
with limited editions, Frederic Melcher, 
chairman, urged designers to come to the 
next meeting and defend any trade books 
they felt should have been included 
among the “50.” He deprecated sugges- 
tions that rating sheets and a point sys- 
tem be used, declaring that a juror’s sense 
of the rightness of a format can rarely 
be analyzed into the various factors that 
make up an appealing book. Judgment 
on artistic matters depends rather on the 
judge’s sensitiveness to certain impres- 
sions, he held. 

Nevertheless, as Milton Glick (Viking 
Press) noted, it might be advisable for 
jurors to have at least a list of points to 
‘tbe considered in looking over each vol- 
ume. Otherwise a juror might overlook 
such an item as the selection of cloth, 
often an important element in the design. 

Ronald Freelander (Yorktown Press) 
said that since limited editions are often 
published by the printer, who might exer- 
cise more care than if he were doing the 
work for another, the private edition 
stands a better chance in a contest.

Show, Evelyn Harter (Smith & Haas),

“Every precaution has been taken 
ta eliminate, as far as possible, the 
elements and conditions destructive 
to books and to provide conditions 
which will insure the safe-keeping 
and life of the collection,” W. C. 
Bond, superintendent of the library 
building, told our correspondent. 

“To my knowledge, there is no 
known method for keeping large 
masses of books on shelves free from 
bookworms. ‘The only method, and 
the one which is followed by the 
Library, is not to place any books on 
the shelves if there is any indication 
of bookworms in them. These books, 
and others which we are in doubt of, 
are treated with gas before being 
shelved. 

“The stacks in which our rare 
books are to be housed were designed 
especially to eliminate as far as pos- 
sible any crevices and dark hollow 
spaces in which vermin could breed.

A number of pub- 
lishers, who were acquainted with the 
plan before its official announcement, 
have reacted favorably to the idea, 
according to the company. Briefly, 
the plan convincingly sets forth facts 
and figures to demonstrate to pub- 
lishers the advantages of issuing an 
author’s edition where a book has 
obvious literary merit or is the work 
of a popular author. 

The author’s edition is defined as 
one “run at the same time, from the 
same plates, and in the same size as 
the regular trade edition—but printed 
on a good permanent paper and sub- 
stantially and attractively bound.” 
The only change necessary in print- 
ing would be a slight adjustment in 
makeready. In binding, it is pointed 
out that the problem is simply the 
use of better materials throughout, 
rather than mechanical adjustments. 

“We are sponsoring this idea be- 
cause we believe it has a great deal 
of merit and we are enthusiastic re- 
garding its future,” a spokesman for 
The Holliston Mills told Booksinp- 
ING Macazine. “It has considerable 
possibilities if publishers will stand 
behind it, and it should be profitable 
to everybody in the industry. Au- 
thor’s Editions should create an ever- 
increasing demand for durable extra- 
quality books by those who buy and 
keep every book written by their fav- 
orite authors.” 


One of the problems which pub- 
lishers have encountered in the past in 
bringing out such extra-quality editions 
has been the unavailability of high 
grade papers in standard book sizes. 
Therefore, in conjunction with the plan 
the company has announced its new line 
known as Holliston Permanent Papers, 
in which special attention has been 
paid to quality, workability, richness 
in surface feel, permanency, folding, 
evenness of texture and surface plane, 
and the smoothness of the surface finish, 
which is stated to be very fine for 
printing. 

“These papers will be available in all 
the popular sizes, while special colors, 
finishes, and effects can be obtained in 
small quantities,” the announcement 
states. “Everything possible has been 
done to produce the finest possible book 
paper, especially suitable for so-called 
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author’s or permanent library editions.” 

To feature effectively the new line, 
The Holliston Mills has issued “Perma- 
nent Papers,” an attractively bound book 
whose pages, in addition to interesting 
chapters describing the constructive fea- 
tures of the plan (publishing profits, the 
market for better editions in home 
libraries, and bookselling possibilities), 
contain samples of the Holliston Perma- 
nent Papers. Two qualities are shown: 
Holliston D.E. Text, a high quality rag 
content paper, and Holliston Permanent 
Record, a 100% rag paper made entirely 
from new white unbleached rags. The 
company credits the latter with the high- 
est possible permanency rating. 

The book also includes a cost and 
profit analysis showing the advantages 
of running off 500 copies of an author’s 
edition with a first printing of 2,500 
copies, instead of the ordinary first print- 
ing of 3,000 regular copies. 

A brief history of papermaking, with 
the requirements necessary in manufac- 
turing permanent papers, affords another 
engrossing chapter. Tribute is paid to 
Thomas Hurlbut, an outstanding figure 
in the history of fine papermaking in 
America, since it is at the Hurlbut Mill, 
South Lee, Mass., famous for quality 
papers since 1806, that the Holliston 
Permanent Papers line will be processed. 

It is pointed out that-all the materials 
used in producing the book are Holliston 
products, such as book paper, end paper, 
super, reenforcing cloth, thread, glue, 
backlining paper, binders board, binding 
fabrics, and stamping ink. 

There is no doubt that the entire plan, 
which has been carefully worked out by 
its sponsors, is one of those rare inspira- 
tions that occasionally bring new life into 
the business of making books. If the idea 
wins the support it certainly merits, the 
general welfare of the industry stands to 
benefit and the production of better made 
books will be another step ahead. 


Develop New Gas Equipment 
for Stamping Machines 


An interesting test was made recently 
in the bindery of H. Wolff, N. Y. book 
manufacturers, 526 W. 26th St., when a 
stamping machine was equipped with 
a thermostatic gas head control instead 
of an electric heating unit. Installation 
was made by the Industrial Sales Divi- 
sion of the Consolidated Gas Co., and 
the equipment was manufactured by 
Ensign-Reynolds, Inc., a subsidiary. 

According to the test, there have been 
a substantial saving in power cost and 
other advantages such as even heat regu- 
lation, a uniform stamping job, and quick 
heating up of the machine at the start of 
the day’s work. The gas fumes are car- 
ried away by a blower. Another stamp- 
ing machine in the Wolff plant was being 
equipped in the same way last’ month and 
the company had announced its intention 


of doing the same with its entire battery 


of stamping machines. A_ duplicate 
blower has also been installed so that, 
even if one should happen to get out of 
order, the reserve blower could be used.

The machine is 
adapted for edition, library, and 
blank book binderies and does not 
require an experienced mechanic to 
operate. Return of surplus glue to 
the glue pot also affords a consider- 
able saving, according to the manu- 
facturer. 

Described as sturdy in construc- 
tion, simple in design, and easily 
cleaned preparatory for the next day’s 
work, the machine comes fully 
equipped with a % h.p. motor and 
a 3-unit heat, double-jacket glue pot, 
providing moist heat for accurate book 
back gluing.

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Palmer Addresses NIRB at 
Public Hearing on Price 
Provisions of Codes 


The National Industrial Recovery 
Board held a public hearing on January 
9 at Washington, at which all industries 
operating under price control and price- 
fixing provisions, and other interested 
parties, were given an opportunity to be 
heard. 

Although the board met to hear evi- 
dence concerning the operation of price 
provisions both in general and under 
particular approved codes, the hearing 
vas not concerned with proposals to 
mend any particular code. 

As chairman of the National Graphic 
\rts Coordinating Committee, Elbridge 
\V. Palmer, president of the Kingsport 
Press, addressed the NIRB on “Methods 
of Cost Determination in the Graphic 
\rts Industries for Maintenance of Fair 
Competition.” In his plea for adherence 
to the present Code program, Mr. Palmer 
summarized the costing provisions of the 
Code and cited the reasons for their 
existence. 

Since, as he pointed out, the graphic 
arts industries are a custom manufactur- 
ing group, “quotations must be made 
in advance of production. Sound quota- 
tions must be based on accurate cost 
information, which means that sound cost 
determination systems are essential to the 
industries.” 

The size, diversity and peculiar quality 
of the industry make it impossible, Mr. 
Palmer showed, to maintain fair com- 
petition and hence fair wage standards, 
“unless the control of the efforts toward 
stabilization by costing methods is not 
left to haphazard endeavor.” 

Mr. Palmer concluded with the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Ten months’ experience has shown 
that the provisions were wisely chosen 
and that they have led to marked im- 
provement in the stability and economic 
welfare of the Graphic Arts Industries 
and are fair to the consumer. We are 
firmly convinced that the successful 
operation of the Graphic Arts Code is 
possible, but only if we adhere to the 
program of the Code which thus far has 
only been begun.” 


Statement Issued on Trade 
Binding and Ruling Plants 


That “binding and ruling operations are 
incidental to the processes of relief print- 
ing, whether or not such operations are 
performed in relief printing plants” and 
that the provisions of the Graphic Arts 
Code regarding hour and wage rates 
thereby apply to trade binding and paper 
ruling establishments form the keynote 
of a recent N R A ruling. 

Such provisions, contained in Article 
II, Section 21 of the code, and applying 
to binding and ruling operations whether 
performed in a relief printing establish- 
ment or independently thereof, affect 
mechanical employees engaged in all trade 
binding and paper ruling operations. With 
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the ruling clarifying the status of the 
trade binder and ruler under the code, it 
is expected that there will be less viola- 
tion of the code by firms which have mis- 
understood or ignored their liability as to 
the provisions. 


Feature Attractive Bindings 
In Bookselling Idea 


If the book buyer wants a “Beauty 
Binding,” instead of the regular trade 
binding, to add the touch aesthetic 
to his bookshelf, he pays a shilling 
more. 


That’s a new sales feature which 
has been introduced in the book de- 
partment at Selfridge’s, London’s 
American plan department _ store. 
Bindings are available in nine dif- 
ferent colors. So far thirty best 
sellers have been offered in the new 
bindings with the hope they will in- 
duce buyers to take a deeper interest 
in attractively bound books and in- 
cidentally, in the bookbinding. The 
term “Beauty Bindings” has been 
used to feature the idea.

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Lanolin and Oil 
Dressings for 
Leather Bindings 


Take four 
parts of lano- 
lin of about 
the consistency 
of lard, and 
warm it slowly until it becomes fluid 
or free running. To this add six 
parts of neat’s foot oil (pure, filtered, 
wholly neutral), mixing the two 
thoroughly. When cool, apply the 
mixture with a flat varnish brush of 
proper size, or a soft cloth or pad. 
Let the books stand for a few hours 
or overnight until the oil is absorbed. 
When dry, rub with a soft cloth. If 
more polish is required apply a small 
quantity of castor oil with a soft cloth 
or pad, and when it’is dry rub with a 
chamois or sheep’s wool polisher. 
Take care to keep the oil away 
from the paper of the book or from 
cloth to be used in binding. Ex- 
perienced workers frequently hold 
the book in the left hand and apply 
oil and cloths with the right. It is 
certainly needless to remark that 
large volumes should be placed firmly 
on the table and should receive par- 
ticular attention to see that no un- 
expected mishap marks the treatment. 


Books may be treated as soon as 
bound, with a second treatment six 
months later, and a third in about a 
year if conditions seem normal and 
average. 

Oil of egg has also been used with 
success. It is obtained by extracting 
yolks with ether or chloroform, and 
is used also in preparation of oint- 
ments and emulsions, and in tempera 
painting. Leather is sometimes 
treated with “eggio,” prepared from 
eggs preserved in the liquid state by 
adding salt and borax. (Thorpe’s 
“Dictionary of Applied Chemistry,” 
1921, v. 2, p. 616). When oil of egg 
is used it is subsequently followed by 
a dressing of beeswax to give a polish 
by rubbing vigorously with a soft 
cloth.

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Paper rulers 
in different 
parts of the 
country occa- 
sionally have difficulty with the work- 
ing of their ruling inks, which is 
often erroneously attributed to the 
quality of the ink itself. 

The fact of the matter is that, in 
most cases, the inks have been im- 
properly mixed. Chemical analysis of 
some water used by many rulers for 
ink mixing indicates, in some 
stances, properties reactionary to 
aniline in ruling ink. 

The best natural water for the 
purpose is in the states of Oregon and 
Washington. The majority of states 
in the Mississippi valley have water 
that mixes very well.

Cities using 
artesian water and water from the 
Great Lakes, both very hard, occa- 
sionally have trouble. Water heavy 
in alkali, as in the midwest arid states, 
is the most satisfactory for the pur- 
pose. Therefore warm or hot dis- 
tilled water should be used whenever 
the water is known to contain proper- 
ties reactionary to ink. 


To Preserve In order to pre- 

serve newspapers, 
Newspapers the coarse fiber of 
which renders them, if unprotected, 
brittle and discolored, the N. Y. 
Public Library coats them with high- 
grade Japanese tissue paper as 
follows: 

The tissue paper is pasted to both 
sides of each newspaper sheet with a 
mixture of pure rice starch and tapi- 
oca dextrin. A specially devised table 
has a glass top and a sliding carrier 
which smooths out the tissue after it 
has been applied to the newspaper 
sheet. The paste is spread on the 
glass, a sheet of tissue is laid on the 
paste, and paste is brushed on the 
upper side of the tissue. The news- 
paper sheet is laid on the tissue and 
covered with another sheet of tissue, 
each being brushed with paste as soon 
as they are laid down. 

A rod is inserted between the over- 
lapping tissue sheets and the combina- 



















tion is hung in a dryer where it re- 
mains for twenty-four hours. The 
combined sheets are next pressed be- 
tween boards for twenty-four hours, 
trimmed, and run through a gas- 
heated mangle having steel rollers, to 
smooth the sheets. They are finally re- 
assembled, sewed, and bound. 

Tests showed that the strength of 
the paper was increased three to four 
times by the treatment, and that its 
retention of strength and color, when 
exposed to accelerated aging by light 
and heat, was very much better than 
that of the uncovered paper. 


Ruling inks 
in solution left 
standing in the 
bowl for any 
length of time 
absorb the fumes and impurities in 
the atmosphere, and become stagnant 
even though distilled water has been 
used. 

This causes slipperiness or sliminess 
in the ink, which does not readily 
adhere to the paper and causes broken 
lines in the ruling. An easy remedy 
for this condition is to sweeten the 
solution by adding a pinch or so of 
benzoate of soda, which will pre- 
serve the flannels fresh and clean and 
tend to brighten the ink.

Editor’s note: 


The following extract is from 
“Modern Bookbinding,” by William 
F. Matthews: 

Hold the book with its back on a 
smooth or covered table; let the front 
board down, then the other, holding the 
leaves in one hand while you open a few 
leaves at the back, then a few at the 
front, and so on, alternately opening back 
and front, gently pressing open the sec- 
tions till you reach the center of the 
volume. Do this two or three times and 
you will obtain the best results. Open 
the volume violently or carelessly in any 
one place and you will likely break the 
back and cause a start in the leaves. 
Never force the back of the book. 

A connoisseur many years ago, an ex- 
cellent customer of mine, who thought he 
knew perfectly how to handle books, 
came into my office when I had an ex- 
pensive binding just brought from the 
bindery ready to be sent home; he, before 
my eyes, took hold of the volume and, 
tightly holding the leaves in each hand 
instead of allowing them free play, vio- 
lently opened it in the center and ex- 
claimed: “How beautifully your bindings 
open!” I almost fainted. He had broken 
the back of the volume and it had to be 
rebound.

Mr. Best, secretary and general manager, 
and Charles Margolin, treasurer. May 
Massee heads the juvenile department, 
which she started in 1930. A carefully 
selected list, backed by intensive pro- 
motion, averages Viking production an- 
nually at a title a week, including about 
a dozen juveniles. Milton Glick, one 
of America’s outstanding book designers, 
is in charge of production.

New Editions Show Increase 
Over 1933 Figures 


Though the total of new titles pub- 
lished in 1934 was 25 below that for 1933, 
new editions increased by 131, making 
a total net gain of 106, according to 
figures compiled by Publishers’ Weekly. 
The figure for 1934 was 8,198, as com- 
pared with 8,092 for 1933. British titles 
increased from 15,022 in 1933 to 15,628 
in 1934. 

The biennial U. S. Census of Manu- 
factures graphically shows the drop in 
book and pamphlet production over a 
recent four-year period. The following 
figures are for total number of bound 
books printed in the respective years:

No. 4 of a Series: 


Here's a young man who can 
juggle three things at one time: 
books, a monthly magazine, and cal- 
endars. No wonder Artist Constance 
Naar and this scrivener had a job to 
see him. 

Daniel F. Bradley, production 
manager of Robert M. McBride & 
Company, was born in the Bronx, 
N. Y. C., all of 31 years ago. He 
was graduated from a Brooklyn high 
school and then took some courses at 
Columbia. 

One of his first jobs was with a 
large downtown bank where he re- 
mained until he made a fatal error 
involving £50,000 sterling. Having 
decided that finance was not his forte, 
and the bank concurring in this, he 
hied himself to the Dodge Publishing 
Co., where he became assistant in the 
production department. 


When this company moved its 
book plant to 23rd Street in 1926, 
Bradley took over the management 
of the plant, which produced both 
books and calendars. The Dodge 
book line consisted mostly of fancy 
gift books. 

“The plant was not high-geared, 
but it was complete from composing 
room to bindery,” Bradley said, 
reminiscently. “While not equipped 
for today’s competitive market it was 
a good place to absorb gradually the 
fundamentals of bookmaking, because 
many of the books were produced 
completely by hand from stone to 
wrapping table. Before I knew it I 
was designing books.” 

In 1928 McBride took over the 
Dodge Publishing Co., and in De- 
cember of that year Bradley became 
head of the McBride production de- 
partment. The Dodge company, 
located in the McBride Bldg., is stiil 
issuing calendars under Bradley’s 
eagle eye. At the same time he super- 
vises the art work and production 


for Travel, owned by McBride.

“The manufacturing man should 
not lose sight of the practical side of 
book publishing,” he said. “In the 





last analysis the subject matter sells 
the book, and no amount of over- 
elaborate or over-expensive make-up 
is going to help sell either a good 
book or a bad one. Every book pre- 
sents the same problem: that of 
making as attractive a volume as 
possible, within the limits of a definite 
budget. 


“After these two problems have 
been solved, some objections of the 
people who buy books must still be 
considered. For instance, I rather 
like paper labels on book covers, they 
make for variation. But I seldom 
use them because our salesmen, the 
book stores, and the libraries don’t 
like them. It is not sound book de- 
signing procedure to go against this 
feeling. 


“There is no doubt that far more 
attractive trade books are being pub- 
lished today than five years ago. I 
think we’re due for considerably more 
books printed in offset as soon as 
further progress is made in solving 
some of the problems of production. 
I’d like to see some process perfected, 
perhaps the recently discussed print- 
ing from rubber plates, which would 
lower printing and make-ready costs 
and enable the designer to spend more 
money on the cover and binding.” 





Braun Joins Stratford Press 
As Book Designer 


Andor Braun, well known book de- 
signer and typographer, has become asso- 
ciated with Stratford Press-American 
Book Bindery, Inc., 75 Varick St., N. Y. 
C., as typographic consultant and designer. 

Born in Vienna, Mr. Braun studied 
printing at the Graphische Versuchs und 
Lehranstalt, Vienna, one of the best 
known graphic arts schools in Central 
Europe. During 1928-1929 he was in the 
U. S. and was associated with H. Wolff 
and Simon & Schuster as designer. Here 
again in 1930, he first joined the staff of 
Simon & Schuster, later free-lanced as a 
designer. Prior to his presént association 
with Stratford Press, which began on 
January 1, he was with Mortimer & 
Walling, Inc., 461° Eighth Ave., book 
printers. 


Prominent European Designer 
Now With H. Wolff 


Georg Salter, one of Europe’s out- 
standing book designers, is now asso- 
cited with H. Wolff Estate, 526 W. 26th 
St., N. Y. C., book manufacturers, where 
he will design book jackets, and end- 
papers and do illustrative work for the 
firm’s customers. He will also specialize 





in illustrating children’s books, a field 
with which he became prominently identi- 
fied in Europe. 

Mr. Salter, who comes to the U. S. 
from Berlin, won a wide reputation in 
the German publishing world, and a num- 
ber of American publishers expressed 
deep interest in his work. Besides his 
book designing activities in Germany, he 
also served as director of a leading com- 
mercial art school in Berlin, with a large 
teaching staff under his supervision.

The numerous full-page photographs all 
trim bleed and bear their captions on the 
back. Arrangement of chapter-head mat- 
ter, averaging a half page in length, ably 
avoids a heavy effect: The title is set 
in large caps, followed by a topic list in 
2 or more lines of small caps—the whole 
widely leaded and placed between two 
wave rules. Below this any quotations 
are set in small italics. ‘Only the rules, 
so far, are full measure. Finally the 
chapter begins decisively with a phrase 
in caps, and the dance is on.

The former carries the 
small-type quotation; the latter begins 
with a 3-line open initial in the text 
series. Line and halftone illustrations in 
offset have a soft quality in accord with 
the balance of the inviting format.

The full-page wood-cuts are 
the same size as the well-margined type 
page (24x39 picas), which they resemble 
in having no sharp line around. The 
same unfinished edge characterizes head 
and tail pieces that thereby fill out the 
pege naturally. A stick-up 48pt. Weiss 
Series I initial, indented, starts the chap- 
ter, whose head-line is centered in the 
space left between initial and_ right 
margin. For once, one doesn’t mind the 
starting of one chapter under the other, 
with wood-cut between. The brooding 
quality of cover decoration is preserved 
in the deep blue and black in which it is 
carried out, the black top stain contrasting 
ominously with the dead-white cloth.

Title- 
page spread in rich tan and black is in 
altogether new and delightful style, a 
solid hill of color falling from near the 
top of the left page to its base near the 
bottom of the right. It is stylized on the 
cover in an earthy color scheme.
